He 
voluntarily stated that he deeply de- 
plored tho turn that matters had taken 
and so did his family. He thought 
that within thirty days when the ex- 
citement had subsided, however much 
of tho tragedy was to bo regretted, the 
city at large would be more peace- 
ful and less agitated. With regard 
to the report of his having been (lown 
town on the night of the shooting both 
ho and his son deny tho rumor as l)c- 
ing malicious and absurd. The Mayor 
and iNIrs. Kalloch were out driving all 
day last Friday with friends and re- 
turned home at G p.m. The Mayor 
felt weary and laid down on a bed. in 
his own room to rest. He was called 
for dinner at 7 o'clock, but not feeling 
woU undrosscd and went to bed. Ho 
fell asleep immediately on going to 
bed, but was aroused about 10 o'clock 
nnd informed that his .son had killed 
Charles DcYoung. Regarding tho 
rumor of a conspiracy being carried on 
at the house wiiore his colored servant 
lodged tho ilayor .said that he had 
visited his servant almost every day 
while he was sick and so had his son 
and that there was not tho slighest 
foundation for the charge of conspir- 
acv. The Mayor stated also that he 
had no further public speeches to make. 
The man who tried to assassinate him 
is no more, although ho met his death 
from a .source that was of course most 
deplorable. He should continue to ful- 
fil his duties of cliief magistrate of tho 
city to tho best of his ability. 

The workingmen have placed a t;tiard 
of 22 men taken from their militia on 
duty at Mayor Kalloch's house to pre- 
vent tho intrusion of undesirable per- 
sons who they think might be intent 
on some desperate act.

;^Mr'. McGillivray moved tluit u reapoct- 
fiil Aildreas bo presented to Hia Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor, requesting him 
to send down to the Hou.so, at an early 
day, all papers, corrcspondenco, and 
Orders in Council relating to tho appoint- 
mont .qf Hia Lordship Bishop Ridley a.s 
JubMco of tho Peaco in and for the Pro- 
vmco Bmisli Columbia or any section 
of it. Tho niovrr snid that yesterday ho 
had askod the provincial secretary whotb- 
cr. thc reverend gentleman had boon plac- 
ed, oil tho couiuiission of tho peaco or not. 
Tho reply given was in tho aflirniativo, 
but it was rumored in certain circles that 
thb tk^^gqintmeiiit was not of a permanent 
nature. Objections had been raised on 
former occasions to placing ministers on 
tho commission and ho asked for tho oor- 
^.^apondenco in order that those who wore 
intorosted in tho matter might ascertain 
particulars concerning tho circumstances 
surrounding tho appointment of tho rev- 
erend' gentleman. 

. Mr. Ferguson, who seconded tho mo- 
tion, said that tho present case was a very 
unfair one as it operated very detriment- 
ally against the Methodist Church. 
There were three ministers of tho church 
of England in tho locality where Bishop 
Ridley was stationed and they all had 
been created Justice of tho Peaco, but 
there were two other ministers of tho 
Methodist Church who had not boon 
placed on tiiocommission. Thoconauquonco 
was that the church of England clergy- 
man took advantage of their appoint- 
ments to the irritation of the other min- 
isters. 

Tho attornoy-goneral said the appoint- 
ment was only of a temporary character 
and^had been made .simply until a lay- 
man could be found to fill the position. 
Hi9'.,'agroed with Mr. Ferguson that it 
wotild be tetter that no ministers should 
be placed on tho comraission of tho peaco 
ani ho would stato that it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to take steps to 
allay irritation. 

The motion was carried. 

COMMITTEi; OF SUm.Y. 

Mr. Speaker — That I do leave tho chair? 

Mr. Wilson said tho labors of the com- 
mittee on public accounts ■would culminate 
in a report to-morrow and ho hoped that 
no opposition would bo shown to a post- 
ponement of the consideration of tho oati- 
Riatcs until- that time. 

Mr. Helgesen demurred. Ho thought 
that there vfixa no valid reason for the 
postponement asked for. 

Mr. Smitlie said that it was distinctly 
uiiderstood yesterday that if the House 
!was riot in a position to proceed to a con- 
jfiHerdtioa of the estimates to-d.iy thoy 
sliiould be postponed until Wednesday. 
No report had yet been sent in by tho 
public accounts committoo .and tlio House 
was consequently not yet in possession of 
that information which was necessary to 
•nablo members to deal intelligently with 
the estimates. He was just as anxions to 
promote tho progress of the public busi- 
.pesa.as the member for Esquimaltbut by 
deferring the estimates until to-morrow 
no useless delay would ensue as there w.is 
plently of business on tlio orders to oc- 
cupy tho attention of the House. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl hoped tho House would 
proceed with the estimates at once. 

Mr. Mara said that lie asked for tho 
postponement of tho estimates from a dif- 
ferent motive. He wanted first to see tho 
'.government bring down the railway land 
bill, the most important measure of the 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the oppo- 
'Bitiohwas attempting to dictate to tho 
government the order in wliich tho busi- 
ness should bo conducted. Iiamediatoly 
the government accepted any Huch posi- 
tion they were no longer fit to occupy 
their seats on tlio treasury benches. The 
opposition had tho other day invitingly 
asked to bo taken into the confidence of 
the government, but tho government did 
not want their confidence. Tho bill would, 
as a portion of the governmental policy, 
be brought down. It had been promised 
^to'^the House and it had been promised lit 
Ottawa, and without it not a blow could 
bo struck on railway construction. Tho 
course pursued by tho opposition was 
simply a repetition of tho old attempt to 
compel the government to bring down 
their measures before the passage of tlie 
estimates. 

Mr. Smithfif submitted that he and other 
members of the House desired to speak to 
5 the question "that I do now leave tho 
; chair. " . 

Mr. Speaker said the non. nioiiiberhad 
already opoken. 

Mr. Smitho contended that ho had not 
and that it was understood that ho would 
[bo afforded an opportunity of renewing 
tho policy of tho government. Mr. 
Speaker had no right now to say that ho 
could not resume the discussion. 
"'..(Mr. "Walkem — Order! order I Please 
6.-cali him to order.) 

'••■' Mr. Mara said that it was well under- 
stood that members should not be de- 
prived of tho opportunity of spe.iking on 
the estimates. Did the government 
wish to stifle discussion] 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said no such desire 
oxistod and the hon. gentlemen opposito 
.knew very, well. ihat.,they could address 
^it}ieiHqu8e,on the eatirriatoa every time the 
queation came iip "that I do leave tho 



chair." Tho report of the public accounts 
commi^tco had nothing really to do with 
tho matter. That fact had leaked out. 
The whole object of tho .opposition was 
to prevent tho paaaage 'ot^thet^timAtes 
until tho railway bill came down. 

Mr. Wilson again explained that his 
real reason for asking the government to 
postpone tho estimates was because the 
public accounts committee had not yet re- 
ported. 

Mr. Smithe contended that it was the 
privilege of the minority of tho House to 
demand that measures involving private 
interests should bo passed before the es- 
timates. If the latter wore voted it was 
possible that a number of bills would be 
slaughtered with tho innocents as liad 
been the case on former occasions. It 
would appear natural that tho government 
should havo hastened tho passage of tlio 
railway lands bill instead of delaying it, 
but if the estimates were first passed tlio 
government would be placed in tho posi- 
tion of announcing the prorogation of tho 
House, and members would then have to 
accept tho land bill just as tho govern- 
ment liked to place it before them or let 
it lay over altogether and that meant 
postponing railw.ay construction f(U' an- 
other year. It was consequently tho 
right of members to insist that measures, 
but particularly tho land bill, should bo 
dealt with buforo the estimates. 

Mr. Ash contended that tho land "bill 
was the most important moasuro the 
House had tu deal with, and that the 
business of tho country would bo paralyz- 
ed until it was passed. Indeed tho con- 
tractors for tho railway had, ho under- 
stood, refused to make any permanent 
arrangements for the prosecution Of work 
until the land bill was pjissed. Mr. 
Speaker was therefore not justitied in 
putting tlio motion to leave tlio chair. 

Further debate ensued, but eventually 
tho House decided to proceed with the 
estimates. The House then went into 
committee with Mr. Galbraith in the 
Chair. 

Sinking Fund --§15,093; premium and 
o.xchango, discount and comuiiasioii, civil 
government salaries, carried. 

Private secretarj', S900. 

Mr. Abrams understood that tiiis ^en- 
tloman was also an officer of the Domin- 
ion Govornmont. He was opposed to any 
one holding two of&cca. 

Tho attorney-goiieral said that this gen- 
tleman was only connected with tho mi- 
litia. 

Mr. Wilson said that tho gcntloiiian 
was in receipt of n salary from the Do- 
minion Government and should bo made 
to resign his position under tho Domin- 
ion or this. 

Mr. Bennett could see no objection to 
tho gentleman filling two ofiiccs while tho 
pay of private secretary was so low — 875 
a month. 

Mr. Abrams said tho Govornmont 
should take tho item from tho estimates. 

Mr. Mara said the salary was very low 
and tho occupant should bo a person of 
some education. If tho oflico was abol- 
ished somo one would have to be api)oint- 
ed to do tho work. 

Mr. Druminond said tho secretary p-ot 
$245 a month. Thai was not a small 
salary, was it 7 

Mr. Ferguson understood a bill would 
bo introduced regulating such matters. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho Governor 
might pay his own secretary. Tiii.s of- 
fice reminded him of high life below stiiir.s 
— apeing royalty, and ho would luovo tho 
item bo struck out, 

Mr. Drummond seconded. 

Tho attorney-general — As long as you 
havo this form of government you mu.st 
pay for it. 

Mr. Wilson said if the $000 was struck 
out it might be applied to providing a 
house for the Admiral. 

Mr. "Vernon — If the private secretary 
la out oflf who is to copy dispatches i 

Mr. Wilson — I presume the governor 
can write. 

Mr. Vernon — But ho won't. 

Mr. Wilson — Then he must bo too 
grand for the position. Some of these 
country members might remember this 
sum would make a nice little road. 

Tho amendment was lost — Three ayes 
to tho rest of the committee. 

Mr. Wilson asked tho provincial secre- 
tary to explain what he did for his largo 
salary of ^,000. 

Mr. Smithe thought the lion, gentle- 
man would find much difficulty in inform- 
ing tho House what ho does for his money. 
His deputy, who did all tho work, only 
got $1,600, or §300 less than any other 
deputy. Ho should like to know the 
reason. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys felt surprised and 
indignant at the levity of hon. members. 
He had not allowed the finances of the 
country to go to ruin; he had not gone to 
Cassiar or tho swamps of Sumas or Chilli- 
whack, and he had not .allowed his work 
to fall into arrears. 

Mr. Wilson thought the hon. gentle- 
man should not have got up with that air 
of grandiloquence. Although not a ta.\- 
payer himself there were other hon. 
gentlemen of tho House wlio were (hoar 
and laughter) and although the explana- 
tion was not very intelligible still he took 
it as satisfactory (laughter.) 

Mr. Smithe had asked why tho deputy- 
provincial secretary received only ifluOO 
.ind all other deputies §1800. 

Mr. Humphreys — The reduction w.as 
recommended by a committee and up- 
proved by tho House. 

Mr. Smithe— At that time thete was an 
impression that that officer liad not much 
to do. Since then there had been a chanijo 
and a largo amount of additional wurl; 
had been thrown upon him witliout an 
increase of salary. Was it because ho 
was an appointee of the Elliott Govorn- 
mont? 

Mr. MoQillivray admitted when tho 
hon. leader of tho opposition was at Su- 
mas and Chilliwhack ho went there to 
adv.anco a most laudable enterprise, anil 
if tho provincial secretary would visit 
Sumas and Chilliwhack he would iind 
something better there than swamps, 
(hoar.) 

Mr. Vernon thought tho salaries of all 
the deputies should be equalized. 

The chairman in a towering paH.sion 
here exclaimed that he would not bo dic- 
tated to. He would leave the chair if any- 
one dared Sajr "don't be in a hurry." 

Mr. Smithe said the chair should un- 
derstand that it must give every member 
an opportunity to speak. 

Mr. Mara claimed that every court- 
esy had bnnn paid tho chairman, lie 
claimed th.at the Government siiould ex- 
plain why the salaries of all deputy secre- 
taries were not equal. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho duties 
of his deputy had increased and were 
responsible and enormous. 

Tho item passed. 

Minister of finance and agriculture, 
83,000. 

Mr. Wilson wanted to know what 
this oflScor did to forw.ard agriculture. 

Mr. Beaven replied that no report was 
ever made by a minister on that subject. 

Mr. Wilson said that was wrong, it 
had never struck the ministers that tho 
office was anything more than a name. 

Mr. Beavon said he was not to' blame 
an^ more than any other finanoo minister. 



Mr. Wilson — It is moat discreditable ; 
p.art of tho members were agricultuarists 
and hero we have the confession of tho 
gentJeman that ho drew a salary for duty 
ho,neveTperfom'edjj^-'tir' r-?-, i. i-c-^. *r 

Mr. Smitlib said it would be diffioult'to 
discover any interests tho minister 
of finance took in tho farming districts un- 
less it was passing bills to impose heavy 
rates of interest and penalties on tho 
farmers. • 

Hon. Mr. Beavon — Those bills affect 
speculators. 

Mr. Smithe — As they were brought in 
thoy aft'ected the farmer. The Opposition 
compelled tho Govornmont to withdraw 
tho first bill, which was aimed at all 
holders of country land, and substitute the 
existing bill. In support of this assertion 
the hon. gentleman produced a copy of 
the original bill. 

Mr. Williams saw nothing in tho esti- 
mates in reference to tho vote of tho 
Houso in favor of a subsidy for a woolen 
and flour mill. The estimate of revenue 
was altogetlior too low. If railway work 
went on there ought to bo a largo balance 
in the bank next year. Tho estimates 
were very faulty and wore probably drawn 
by tliu finance minister himself. Tho ap- 
propriations for tho districts had been all 
cut down to a disgracefully low figure. 
(Ue.ar.) 

Thu item was passed. 

Mr. Wilson said ho would like to see 
the s.alary of tho clerk of tho record raised. 
Ho was a badly-used ofllcer. (Hear, 
hear.) W. tlic suggestion of tho civil service 
comniittco Mr. Austin was removed from 
tho Lands it Win-ks oflico and made audi- 
tor. No complaint was made by tho 
fiuanoo miniat'oras to tho way in which ho 
discharged hia duties, but at a moment's 
notice he had^beon sent back to the Lands 
and ^Vllrk3 at a reduction of $'.]0 per 
month. Mr. .Austin was one of the moat 
.alualilo nllicci's of tho Govornmont and 
had been removed through personal ani- 
uiosity. Ho had a large family and his 
salary .should bo at least §140 per month. 

Mr. Heaven denied tliat ho removed 
.Mr. .\ustiii on personal grounds. It was 
done in tho public interest and ho was 
compelled to make tho change. 

Mr. Wilson said that as no complaint 
had IjL'un made against tliu officer ho 
must conclude that his removal was made 
on personal grounds. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Vornon said that from his official 
kiiow'.ed;,'o of Mr. Auitin ho know him to 
1)0 a most assiduous, faithful and oom- 
peti-iit officer. 

Afr. Walkem said ;lio matter could bo 
brought up by ([Uestion in tho House, 
w lien the minister i ( tinanco could justify 
himself. 

'I'he item passed. 

A.s.s.iy oDice -$1200. 

Mr. Fergu.son said the earnings of tlio 
oflico for tho year wasSfJ.OO. Its existeiico 
in Cariboo wa.s an inducement to pros- 
pectiiic; for quartz ami two-thirds of tho 
dug out was refined and molted 
then-. Ho regatded tlic office aa indis- 
pen.sablo. 

?dr. Walkem warmly advocated tho 
li:i.';:ia;je of the item. 

Mr. Smitho considered it highly de- 
airablc to havo tho assay office continued 
in the event of new quartz discoveries be- 
ing made. 

Tho item was pas.^ed. 

Jlr. Wilson drew attention to tho over- 
crowded state of tho lunatic asylum, 
admission to a ])atient having been lately 
refused on account of want of room. 

Mr. Harris said tliat the asylum was 
already filled to its fiillost capacity and ho 
hoped that the government would see tho 
necessity of placing a sum on tho supple- 
mentary o.stini.atcs for onl.irging tho in- 
stitution. 

The item passed without diviaion. 

Assessor and collector, Victoria diatrict, 
81200, and toll collector, Oaasiar, SCOO. 
Total, S1800. Paasod. 

Temporary assistance, SIGOD (revenue 
service), p.assed. 

Jlr. Wilson said the House had dono 
fir.st-rato. They had p.a.ssed over .S125,- 
000 in about two hours and he thought it 
tt-ould bo quite safe to take an adjourn- 
ment. He hoped tho money would not 
bo spent as r.apidly aa it had been voted. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho saw no good 
reason for an adjournment. Ho wanted 
to go on with tho business of tho country. 

Mr. Wilson said that ho thought the 
government had been guilty of tyranny in 
insisting on tho passa;;e of tho estimates 
even as far as the i)rescnt staqe. Instead 
of treating tho Houso with that courtesy 
to which it was entitled the attorney gen- 
eral had abused a power which unfortu- 
nately had boon plaged in his hands. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeffi thanked the hon. 
member for his frank language, but de- 
nied that his conduct had in any manner 
assumed the anmblanco of tyranny. In 
asking tho Houso to deal with tho esti- 
mates to-day he had only obeyed tho bo- 
liest of a majority of the members of tho 
House. No individual member had a 
right to broW'beat the House and dictate 
to members tho manner in which they 
should deal with tho public business. Ho 
(Mr. W.) had noticed that much time had 
been frittered away by witticisms and 
jocular att.acks on thu government which 
were not only out of place but by no 
means p.alatablo to the' House. Ho was 
always glad to bow to tho wishes of tho 
majority of the Houso. 

The chairman said that tho matter w.as 
entiiely a personal ono and ho would not 
permit a continuance of tho discussion. 

Mr. Smithe said the attorney -general 
had been guilty of groat discourtesy to 
the House and tliere was no sincerity in 
his a.-isertiun that in rushing the estimates 
through he wa.s merely carrying out the 
wi-shes of a majority of the members. 
That w;is all non.senao, becauso he know 
very well that he had to obey the wishes 
of tho majority; but it was becauso tho 
minority had not tho power to control his 
actions that that minority should be 
.siiowii every courtesy. 

i\Ir. Wilson s'lid that the .action of tho 
atforni^y general evinced but littlecourtosy 
towards the ])uldic accounts committee. 
It was tiiniply asked that the discussion of 
the c.sliuiates .slinidd bo deferred until 
that couunittee had had time to report, but 
the government wo\ild not listen to tho 
request. Tho pulilic service would not 
sulfer by tho delay as there wa.s plenty of 
other work to go on with. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that the real 
reason for tho postponement had boon 
stated by tho member for Yalo (Mr. 
Mara) who had said that moinbers did 
not want to let tho government pass the 
estimates until they had brought down 
tho land bill. Now, if tho government 
wore to be dictated to in any such manner 
they v.'crc not fit to conduct the buaincas 
of the country and the sooner they resign- 
ed their scats tho better. He knew^ very 
well that a cab.il had boon formed amongst 
hon. members to insist that before the 
estimates were p.assed tho land bill should 
be brought down. He did not propose to 
submit to any such dictation. 

Mr. Wilson denied the existence of 
any cabal and said that it was, simply the 
creation of tho attorney general's prolific 
brain. ," ■ : j ; , . ' 

Mr. JIara said the attorney ' general 
was entirely astray as to the formation of 
any cabal. No arrangemont whatpvor 



had been entered into between members 
and ho, when ho stated hia reason for the 
postponement of tho consideration of the 
estimatos, had; spoken what ho indiridu-
